No. It is an accepted practice to blend crain neutral snitiu with 
Etraicbt wiiisLev, Normally, aj a result of t!iis blendins, the 
total amount of wbiskiei available to the public ii increased. 
Today, however, the supply of Rrain neutral ipirit* it only i 
»tnall fraction of that of itraiRht whiskies and soon the supply 
will be exhausted, tnakinR it neccssaij' to withdraw more straight 
whiskey to replace the grain neutral spirits formerly uied. 

7. Can all of this 303 million gallons of whiskey be 
so'd now? 

No. Prior to the war, the distillinj; indnstrv carried a normal 
inventory in bonded warehouics of over SCO million Ralloni 
which wnsneccisaty to n:iaintain reasonable itandardtof quality. 
To avoid renetition of conditions which existed in 1934, fol- 
lowinc repeal of prohibition, when younR and immature whiskey 
was offered to t>ie nublic, it ii e.-isenlial to the public interest 
that iomr reserve oe maintained for post-war requirement*. 
Othcnvise, there will be a bone-dry period following the war, 
or the public will be 'comnelled to drink g,rcen, unnalatabl* 
whiskey. Since the entire whiskey stock* now available are al-

Provided they 
could ftct ennuiih botllis, corks, cartond and nuffi- 
clcnt lab<)r, tlie I'liilre supply ivould move out about iia 
fast na It could he pack-.iiii'd . . . certainly in LKSS THAN 
A YEAR.

12. What have distillers done to help maintain O.P.A. 
ci'ilius prices? 

They have jiuiilishcd ceilinR prices in their advenise ments ind 
h.ive admonished the public nut to pay more. Tliey have urEcd 
the trade to cooperate with tile Clovernincnt by maintaininp 
ceilinR prices. Theyhavc urRed retailurs to disnlav sicns leadinRi 
"O.P.A. ceiliiiR prices. ..do not pay more!*' 'Hiey have pre- 
pared a series of newipaper advertisements warniuK the public 
not to buy at black market pticei. Thev have ureed the O.P.A. 
to call a conference in Washington of tlie State lir^uor admini- 
itrators for the purpose of urRmRthein to lend their support in 
the cnforcemcnl of the O.P.A. price rcRulations. 

13. Have distillers raised their prices on whiskey? 

O.P.A. rcRulationi provide ihit distillers' prices shall not 
exceed those in elfect duriUR March 1942. However, t!ie tej;u- 
lations do permit the addition of Tederai Excise Taxes and 
the elimination of promotional discounts. JuK as th;re are no 
one cent salci of scarce drUR items today, nor special sales 
of canned Roods, cigarettci and other commodities Rrcatly in 
demand, there are, of coune, no cut-rate sales of whiskey. 

Wholesaler and retailer ceilini; prices ate also Roverned by 
O.P.A. rcEulations which provide iixed profit cciiinRi. 

14. Have the distillers requested permission to resume 
the makinn of whiskey during the war? 

Tlie position of the induitty has been thai as lonR n tha 
Government require! its entire distillinit facilities for the pro- 
duction of war-alcohol, thete facilities should be devoted 100% 
to that purpose. When the total facilities are no lonfier needed 
by the Government, the distillcri feel that at least a partial 
resumption of the makinp of whiskey shoutd be Rrantcd in 
order to alleviate th» criucal shortafic and it» leiultina «vil«. 



15. Is it true that large distillers are trying to buy addi- 
tional whiskey, when available? 

Yei. Any larpc distiller who hai hii brands and tradematki tti 
protect naturally will try to buy any acceptable whiskey which 
may be offered for sale. 

However, the purchase of whislties by one company from 
another doei not increase or dtcreaie, by a linjla quart, th« 
tupply available Cor .aU to tht e<.niMmri. 

16. Are consumers hoarding whiskey? 

Heyond qiicition, many consumers have boupht bcytffld their 
immediate needs ai they have done with other scarce ptoductl. 

17. Has the trade been hoarding whiskey? 

R'hol/jaU itocks ire lovccr (ban it any time in the list ten 
years. Rriail itocki are much lower than normal. Some packaRo 
stores do reserve favorite brands for their rrrvlar ciistomeri 
thereby avoidioR sales to those who miRht be hoarders, specit- 
lators or black market operators. 

18. Is there a black market in whiskey? 

There is undoubtedly a black market whiifceV ■« there U in 
other commodities where a shonaRe exists and where the 
consumer demand is Ritit. such ai nylon liose. butler, beef, 
Raioline, tirei, etc. Only public cooperation, tighter renulation, 
more tiRorous enforcement .. .or the resumption of whiskey prt>- 



19. Are the profits of the distilling industry larger than 
?L those of other A merican industries? 

According to a report printed in the New York Joum»l of 
Commerce of January IS, 1943, the distilling industry ranked 
in 13ih position amonR 16 major industries from chc standpoint 
of percentage o! profit to sales and likewise in the percentaffa 
of profit to invested capital. 

20. Is the shortage of whiskey and higher taxes bringing 
the bootlegger back? 

^'ei. The greater tRe incentive— the greater th* temptation. 

21. Why do distillers continue to advertise their prod- 
ucts when retailers have such meager supplies? 

The trademarks and trade names of a producer arc amonr hii 
most valuable assets. The distiller, like other producers, is 
trying to keep bii brand names before the public bo ihit they 
will not be forgotten.

2. Even under the jitesent rationing proRtams of the individual di»- 
illleri, condition* will become progressively more icutc and aji^gra- 
yaied because not a sinfile drop of whiskey told since October 8, 1942 
is being replaced. The public must tealiie that its consumption of 
whiskey must be curtailed, at has its consumption of all other scarce 
commodities.

4. Black markets and other violations resulting from the shonagc of 
liquor are condemned by the responsible members of the industry 
juit a) severely as they are by enforcement ofBcial*.
